Despite the fact that I’ve been assured that they are the most highly addictive things 
on the planet, I’ve managed to give up cigarettes, at least for the nonce. And consid- 
ering the fact that it has been two years and counting since | last lit up, I’m starting to 
hope that the nonce may last a lifetime—or at least whatever portion of a lifetime 
might be left to me. Thanks to the intervention of a little pill (one that managed to 
rob me of fully three quarters of my adult vocabulary for a truly terrifying period of 
days), my life no longer revolves around the fruits of Southern Ontario’s tobacco belt 
and the shortest route out of a building in which no smoking is allowed. For the past 
two Februarys, in fact, the crowds huddled outside the doors of Toronto theatres 
(woefully fighting off the ravages of the worst a Canadian winter can throw at them in 
order to top up their nicotine levels) have not included me. 


And | thank the makers of Zyban for it, even though at the height of my drug- 
induced ‘cure,’ | insisted on crediting Viagra instead, much to the horror of my chiro- 
practor and the people in her waiting room.

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Vowing to change

Whatever happened to the age-old marriage vow “until death us 
* do part”? Imagine the 4,037 same-sex couples (from forty-seven 
different states of the union and eight foreign countries) who awoke 

on that fateful Friday the |3th in August to find that their San 
Francisco marriage had been annulled. With one fell swoop of 
the judge’s gavel on the California Supreme Court bench, the 
history they made had been un-made in an instant. Personally, 
| wouldn’t have wanted to be in Rosie O’Donnell’s presence 
when she heard that news. 


O’Donnell and her partner took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity presented by San Francisco Mayor Gavin Newsom 
around Valentine’s Day this past year, when the mayor 
declared the United States Constitution upheld the right for 
gay couples to marry. Of course, it was only a few short 
weeks before right-wing Republicans and religious groups 
challenged the mayor’s actions in the California courts. 
Nonetheless, many couples are in possession of a marriage 
certificate and the battle is far from over for President Bush. He 
may even be voted out of the White House before he can complete 
the lengthy process required to amend the Constitution and write 
discrimination into an historic document which has traditionally protected the rights, 
freedoms and equality of all U.S. citizens. 


These issues south of our border may seem irrelevant now that Ontario, B.C., Québec 
and the Yukon have legalized same-sex marriages here, but this October the Supreme 
Court of Canada will begin hearing arguments with respect to the new marriage act. 
Prime Minister Paul Martin’s final questions will also go before these venerable judges at 
that time. Based on the arguments presented, they could easily follow the California 
Supreme Court's example, although they have often voted in favour of equality in the past. 
Recently, at a meeting with the Canadian Bar Association, Canadian Justice Minister Irwin 
| Cotler commented that he would allow proceedings to 
continue without opposition from the federal government. 
This illustrates only a vague commitment to the legislation 
drafted by his own government. During the recent federal 
election campaign, Paul Martin dodged this issue and remained 
noncommittal every time the question arose. Masterfully, he 
remained on both sides of the issue throughout his campaign. 
Fortunately, NDP leader Jack Layton and BQ leader Gilles 
Duceppe both committed their parties in favour of 
same-sex marriage and full equality under the law. 
Now we have to be sure the Supreme Court judges 
hear our voices before they bring down their 
arbitrary ruling later this

Something to sing about

Recipe for a memory: take more than 5,700 enthusiastic GLBTQ people, singing in 
140 choruses, add beautiful weather, a host of parties, and combine in one of the most 
gay-friendly cities in North America—fabulous Montréal—and you have some idea of 
the experience of the GALA VII, the international Gay and Lesbian Association of 
Choruses’ quadrennial festival. 


From July |7 to 24, the halls in Place des Arts echoed with the sounds of choral music 
performed by women’s, men’s, mixed and transgendered choruses, as well as those 
comprised of queer youth. It was a celebration of our music, our being and our 
spirit—a celebration that will be long remembered by the fortunate participants. The 
choruses ranged in size from the massive—Los Angeles Gay Men’s Chorus, Dallas’ 
Turtle Creek Chorale and the Vancouver Men’s Chorus—to smaller choirs like the 
New Mexico Women’s Chorus, the Calgary Men’s Chorus, and ensembles such as The 
Women Next Door from Musquodoboit 
Harbour, NS, Ottawa’s Tone Cluster and the 
hilarious Captain Smartypants from Seattle. 
Musical styles ran the gamut from homegrown 
folk to gospel to classical choral selections, and 
much of the music was original, commissioned 
work. In fact, GALA Choruses commission 
_ more work for composers in North America 
_ than any other organization, to the point 
_where they have been attributed with keeping 
the choral music tradition alive on this conti- 
nent.

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Planning for paradise 101

Every winter thousands of Canadian men briefly exchange their longjohns and winter 
toques for a pair of shorts and a sombrero, heading for the sunny, southern shores of 
Mexico. As they loll on warm beaches, many dream of making Mexico a permanent 
home once they retire, but few actually take that final step. Burning the bridge to 
Medicare, a settled way of life and friends of many years is a big step and few have the 
courage to see it through. 


Retired civil servant John Rayner, fifty-nine, is an exception to the rule. A year ago, he 
owned a five-bedroom house in Winnipeg. Today, the Winnipeg property is gone, along 
with most of his furniture and possessions, and he has instead acquired a home in Puerto 
Vallarta, along with new friends and a boyfriend, Jorge, some twenty-three years his 
junior. 

“| fell in love with Puerto Vallarta when | first visited it around 1993,” he says. “I love 
the weather and | especially love Mexicans with their beautiful smiles, white teeth and 
big brown eyes. They were so friendly and nice and they melted my socks off!” 


Rayner officially retired in 2000 and began spending more and more time visiting 
Mexico. He decided he would try living there for a year and settle if it worked out. So 
far it has and recently he bought a house which will need a lot of finishing. He advises 
others who are tired of long winters to try renting for a while to see if they really want 
a total geographical transplant. 


“It is a major change, so find out if you will like it before committing,” he says. “Making 
a huge lifestyle change wasn’t so hard for me. Back in 1966, left England and came to 
Canada with no money, no job, no place to live and no relatives in Canada. | knew | had 
done it once and that made the decision easier.” 


He says a very basic two-room Mexican apartment can be rented for as little as 
CDN$300 a month, but it will be old-fashioned with a tiny bathroom. When he first 
arrived and wanted to check prices before buying a house, he was able to rent a large 
studio with room for a king sized bed. It had a kitchen, bathroom and shower, and the 
rent was CDN$500 a month including the phone, utilities and cable. Another place he 
rented for CDN$750 a month came with two bedrooms, two bathrooms and a pool, so 
you can shop around to match your budget. 


He says thére are three ways to be in Mexico legally: the first is with a tourist visa 
which is good for a maximum stay of 180 days; the second is an FM3 visa, which costs 
1,500 pesos a year (around CDN$200) and lets you come and go as you please; finally 
there is the FM2, which is available if you plan to take out full Mexican citizenship, a 
process that takes about five years. 


“The catch is that with an FM2 you can only leave the country for two months in any 
given year,’ he says. 


Rayner has an FM3, allowing him to come and go as he wishes. It also allows him to 
buy property in Mexico, though non-Mexicans are not allowed to officially own any 
property in their own name if it’s within fifty kilometres of a beach. 


“You get ’round that by having the deeds placed in a bank trust and you pay an annual 
fee of around $450 U.S. for them to look after it,’ he says. “It isn’t so bad if you just 
regard this annual trust fee as a form of local taxes. Property taxes are amazingly low 
in Mexico and | don’t even know what mine are. | regard the bank trust fee as my 
property tax.” 

He says buyers should be very specific about what is written in a bank trust agree- 
ment: “Banks have a lot of options and different charges, so make quite sure it is spelled 
out what the fee is and what it covers,” he says. 


He also notes that ninety percent of home purchases are done with cash, since 
mortgage rates are astronomical—usually fifteen percent or more. Buyers usually put 
down ten percent when they make an offer and it’s refundable if the sale doesn’t happen. 


“The seller of a property is responsible for all commissions, while the buyer usually 
picks up closing costs, such as those for a notary and a lawyer,” Rayner says. “The notary 
usually costs more than the lawyer and you must shop around to find reputable ones. 
Also ensure you get a reputable agent because some of them are shady.” 


In his own search, the cheapest house he found was USD$54,000. It had a concrete 
floor and unfinished walls and ceilings. With three rooms, it measured eighty square 
metres and needed tiling and painting. It dlso had a cold shower; so adding hot water 
would be another cost. 


“Basically,a modern one-bedroom condo with nice fixtures starts at around $100,000 
U.S. and a detached home starts at $150,000 U.S. and goes up into the millions,” he says. 
“There are quite a few multi-millionaires living in Puerto Vallarta, so a nice home or villa 


close to amenities and the sea gets costly.” 


Rayner’s advice is to go down before the main tourist season (November to March) 
gets underway. There are lots of For Rent signs or you can talk to a rental agency. 


“Internet cafés also have notice boards which often advertise places to rent,” he says. 
“If you go down to scout before the main season begins you can usually find lots of cheap 
hotel rooms for around CDN$30 a night. Then you can shop around ’til you find a place 
to rent at a price you like.” 


He knows several Americans who rent apartments by the year, even though they may 
only spend six months living in them. 


There are some compensations. Hydro is relatively cheap—he says his bill is around 
CDN$30 a month, while water is about CDN$20 monthly and gas comes in at around 
CDN$30 per month. The phone costs about CDN$35 monthly. 


Items costlier than in Canada include suntan lotion, film, shaving cream and razor 
blades. Condoms and Viagra are also generally costlier than they are here! 


“You can certainly economize on clothing,” says Rayner. “Shorts, t-shirts and sandals 
are really all you need most of the time. A parka isn’t necessary at all.” 


Eating can be cheap, too, if you follow a Mexican diet of rice, beans, tortillas and so 
on. “Seafood actually costs more than you might think, given that Puerto Vallarta is on 
the sea,’ Rayner says. “But they have big supermarkets just like our Safeways and you 
can buy pretty well anything, so your grocery bill depends on your tastes.” 


Alcohol and tobacco are also cheaper, and smokers can buy a pack for less than $3 
Canadian if they wish. A bottle of beer ranges from CDN$1.25 to $3.50 in the pricier 
bars, and you can buy a bottle of brandy for around ten dollars. 


Speaking of bars, Rayner confirms that Puerto Vallarta is quite a gay capital, so there 
is no pees of ape eaas bars and discos. “Mexico is still ruled by mothers and the

A good place to meet 
people is Apache’s, while 
The Palm is a good place 
f for entertainment. Paco’s 
is another large and well 
known watering and 
gna hole, but if you want a cosier atmos- 
phere in a smaller place offering food and 
booze, he recommends Bar Frida in the old town. Also recommended is the new bar, 
Diva’s, which offers beer at ten pesos (about $1.25 Canadian), as well as good club 
sandwiches for thirty pesos.

Another gay bar is Los Amigos, but it tends to attract putos, which are young Mexican 
male hookers. In case you were wondering, they usually charge from 200 to 400 pesos 
a night—but watch your wallet. And remember that many hotels have policies against 
guests taking street boys back to your room. 


Rayner says most provincial health plans will keep you covered provided you don’t 
spend more than six months outside Canada, but you can buy basic Mexican medical 
insurance for about CDN$425 a year. And there are private insurers who can offer 
extended coverage if you are severing ties with Canada altogether. 


Pharmacies also offer a great deal of medical advice and can deal adequately with most 
common problems. Many pills and potions can be picked up without worrying about a 
doctor’s prescription and there are private clinics and hospitals where you can get rapid 
attention. Just make sure you discuss costs ahead of time (cash or credit cards are fine). 


One final word of advice: Rayner says most Mexicans believe North American visitors 
are exceedingly rich and will begin by asking for a price likely double what they are 
willing to accept for a purchase that has no price tag. 


“People should bargain hard and slash the asking price by about fifty percent,” he says. 
“If you seem soft they will take advantage, so act like a tough bastard when it comes to 
arguing over prices. Give an inch and they'll take a mile. They respect bargaining because 
it’s part of their culture” W

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Twenty and counting

As someone who graduated high school in the middle of the ’80s, I’m both bewildered 
and amused by the popularity that this particular decade has been enjoying in the past 
couple of years.

On the downside: the Reagan/Mulroney/Thatcher trio 
did their level best to make the Western Hemisphere a miserable place for anyone with 
a soul; acid-washed denim moved beyond the practical joke stage into the mainstream; 
and a new and frightening plague unleashed itself on the world, apparently “choosing” 
to begin its destruction (at least in North America) with the gay male population. 


For those who lived—and died—in that period, the ’80s was a scary time indeed. 
AIDS devastated the gay community, not only in a physical sense but a spiritual one as 
well. With little warning, we found ourselves in crisis mode, those unafflicted fighting to 
care for the sick and dying in a society that, by and large, viewed the epidemic as some 
sort of retribution. Calgary’s gay community was not spared by any means, and in 1984 
a small group of volunteers gathered to see how they could help alleviate the suffering 
of people who knew they hadn’t long to live. 


Thus, AIDS Calgary was born. 


Now, twenty years later, the agency continues to move forward in the battle against 
HIV/AIDS, entering its third decade with a reaffirmed sense of urgency and a new face 
at its helm. Well, perhaps “new” isn’t entirely accurate: recently appointed Executive 
Director Susan Cress previously served as AIDS Calgary’s Team Leader of Community 
Outreach for four years before taking time off to advance her education and develop 
her management expertise. Sensible, compassionate and quick to laugh, Cress is the 
sort of person you’d want to have around in (or out of) a crisis situation, so it’s little 
surprise that AIDS Calgary’s selection committe voted unanimously to appoint her to 
the position she now holds. And, in speaking with Cress, it’s clear that the admiration 
is mutual. 


“This is a fabulous organization, one that is deeply committed to being innovative and 
entrepreneurial,” she enthuses when asked why she chose to return to the agency in 
this new capacity. “One thing in particular that strikes me is the fact that AIDS Calgary 
is always trying to communicate—with its client base, with its volunteers, with its 
donors. It’s an accountability | haven’t witnessed in other areas of the non-profit 
sector.” 


Though her experience with the agency doesn’t go back to its early days, Cress 
recognizes how much has changed with the organization’s strategies over time. “Twenty 
years ago, you couldn’t focus on education, advocacy or communication—everything 
you did was crisis-oriented,” she says. “It was about supporting people dying with 
dignity, and addressing isolation issues; | mean, homophobia and AIDS-phobia were so 
entwined. And | think to some extent they still are.” 


Indeed, part of what drives Cress personally is a desire to see the stigma associated 
with the disease eradicated. “| remember when | was at AIDS Calgary before, the preva- 
lent idea [in society] was that if you had HIV you were somehow a failure. People 
needed ‘baseline’ services: they couldn’t find a place to live and they didn’t have a 
support structure because their family was shaming them,” she recalls. “There’s 
something about witnessing that type of behaviour that has an affect on how you view 
the world, and it really makes you want to be a part of creating safe spaces for people.” 


Cress’ own experience with AIDS came early in her life, when in high school she saw 
first-hand the difficulties her brother's roommate faced in his own struggle with the 
disease. “It was tough to handle, even as an observer,’ Cress recalls. “For some people 
it’s breast cancer, for others it’s diabetes; for me, this is what has impacted my life—this 
is the stuff that pulls at my heartstrings.” 


One thing that Cress finds particularly troubling is the sense of déja vu she’s feeling 
based on new infection demographics. “Sure, we’re seeing more injection drug users 
and | believe fifty-one percent of our clientele identifies as straight,’ she says, “but we're 
now starting to see a prevalence of HIV and AIDS in gay men again, in addition to 
syphilis. In some ways it’s almost starting to come full circle.” 


Part of the problem, Cress acknowledges, is an overall lack of concern in the commu- 
nity regarding the disease, particularly with its younger members. “You know, we've now 
got a generation of young queer people who have had HIV/AIDS be part of their lives 
all along, so | think the sense of urgency isn’t there as much,” she says. “They're aware 
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of the disease but a lot of them haven’t seen for themselves how truly terrible it can 
be.” 


When pressed, Cress agrees that the success of drug cocktails is a bit of a double- 
edged sword when it comes to getting the message across that AIDS is still a disease 
without a cure. And, she stresses, a cocktail program is not something that can work 
for everybody. “Issues of poverty and lifestyle still play a big role when it comes to 
HIV/AIDS,” she says. “We know that medications can be very successful, but they are 
only successful for the part of the population that has the skill and the resources to, say, 
‘house’ their medication with proper refrigeration. Or the ones who have a reliable 
alarm clock that can wake them three times a night to take those medications. 


“Then there is access to proper nutrition and adequate shelter—these things are all 
factors,” she continues. “| think no matter what happens in the future, there will always 
be a role for us in those areas, supporting people living with HIV/AIDS and helping 
people to manage their health better.” 


Despite the budgetary issues that seem to plague all AIDS organizations, Cress views 
AIDS Calgary’s future with optimism, and says she looks forward to participating in two 
of the agency’s main fundraisers in her new capacity as executive director. AIDS Walk, 
which will take place September 19, remains one of the organization’s most successful 
ventures, despite a dwindling number of individual walkers over the past few years. “It’s 
true our numbers have gone down in terms of overall participants,’ Cress says, “but we 
have had stronger team representation and have seen some stronger revenue out of the 
event—which is the important thing. AIDS Walk has been very successful for us, but we 
need to see how we can make it even more successful. There is extreme competition 
out there for the ‘donor dollar’ and it’s a continual re-learning process in terms of 
broadening your base, as philanthropy and volunteer trends are always changing.” 


She’s quick to point out that the agency’s biggest independent fundraiser, Calgary 
Cares, will return in 2005. “It’s got to happen and it’s going to happen,” Cress says. 
“After all, it just won Best Event in the Fast Forward magazine reader’s poll again this year. 
We're just sorting out the logistics of it right now, and if people want to get involved 
with the event they can contact Taz, our new volunteer coordinator, here at the agency.” 


Whether it’s a fundraiser or special events, AIDS Calgary is always in need of people 
who are willing to donate their time and resources to help make a difference. If you’d 
like to become involved with the agency, you can make contact by telephone at 508- 
2500 or via e-mail at info@aidscalgary.org.

If Oscar Wilde were alive today, | sus- 
pect he might be a good friend—or at 
least a reliable drinking buddy—of 
humourist and writer David Sedaris. 


It was only a month ago that my moth- 
er called me up on a Saturday morning to 
ask, “Who is this Sedaris person they're 
going on about in the Globe Books sec- 
tion?” : 


“Oh—Amy?” | asked. “She's. that 
blonde woman you said was a kook after 
we saw her on Letterman, remember?” 


“The Mexican one?” 


“No, mom, that’s Rosie Perez. And she’s 
not Mexican, she’s Puerto Rican.” 


“Oh.” She mulled this over for a 
minute. “Well, that’s not the one, anyway; 
this is Sedaris. David Sedaris. A boy.” 


| love it when my mother footnotes the 


obvious. Despite this bit of help, however,” 


| wasn’t able to offer much info of my own. 
The name David Sedaris was certainly 
“nibbling at the rind of my consciousness” 
(to paraphrase James Thurber); after all, he 
had been on the New York Times bestseller 
list for some time and his latest’ offering 
Dress Your Family in Corduroy and Denim had 
even popped up in the shopping section of 
Gay.com. 


Things got a bit more interesting when 
my brother and | met for brunch and quick 
browse ‘n’ buy at my favourite bookstore 
(not Chapters, Indigo or any other shop 
Heather Reisman has anything to do with, 
by the way). After we ate, he inquired after 
Dress Your Family... at the front desk; appar- 
ently he, too, had read the Globe’s endorse- 
ment. “Try the essays section,” the girl told 
him. “Or...” she glanced over at me with 
eyebrows raised, “gay and lesbian.’ My 
brother looked at me as if I'd somehow 
been holding out, as if | had been sitting on 


some vital information | was privy to 


thanks to my own particular mix of gay 
DNA. Mom’s call suddenly made even 
more sense—at the time | just hadn’t con- 
nected with the fact that | was being called 
upon to perform “sissy Sherpa” duty in 
uncharted territory. | wasn’t specifically, of 
course, it just worked out that way. And, 
like an awkward but ultimately rewarding 


- blind date, in hindsight I’m glad it did. 


For those of you still in the dark, David 
Sedaris is rapidly becoming the crossover 
darling of the literary, set. If the 2004 Teen 


~ Choice Awards had categories such as 


“Breakthrough Gay Writer”, “Best 
Sardonic Humorist Living in Paris” or 
“Most Divinely Witty Homosexual”, he 


would have walked away with all the surf- 
boards. 


| initially intended to focus this review 
on his most recent offering, the much- 
touted Dress Your Family in Corduroy and 
Denim. However, thanks to a bit of inde- 
pendent legwork on my brother’s part, and 


a good deal of the generosity for which 


he’s known, | found myself with a Sedaris 
“starter collection” of my very own, com- 
plete with the aforementioned Dress, as 
well as the more elusive Me Talk Pretty One 
Day and a fantastic CD recording entitled 
David Sedaris Live at Carnegie Hall. 


Ordinarily—and obviously—we do not 
review people as much as their work, but 
in this case the person is his work, and the 
distinction between the two is blurred 
beyond recognition. Like Fran Leibowitz 
or Howard Stern, Sedaris is a filter of cul- 
ture both popular and un-, a person who 
does society a great service by sifting 
through the grit of day-to-day life and pre- 
senting the worthwhile nuggets he finds 
(precious and otherwise) for our amuse- 
ment. 


In the case of the collections | 
read—and heard—it’s difficult to com- 
ment on specific subjects, as Sedaris does- 
n't employ them frequently. Rather, he 
scans the flotsam and jetsam of what is 
often a mundane existence and writes 
about his findings, which are almost always 
extremely funny. Whether it’s his boss’s 
rubber hand (“Who's the Chef?”; Dress 
Your Family in Corduroy and Denim),a speech 
therapist called in to correct his childhood 
lisp (“Go Carolina”; Me Talk Pretty One Day) 
an innocent but sweat-inducing encounter 
with, a ten-year-old boy (“Chicken in the 
Henhouse”; Dress Your Family in Corduroy 
and Denim) or the issues raised by an 
unfortunate relic happened upon in the 
bathroom at a friend’s party (“Big Boy”; Me 
Talk Pretty One Day), Sedaris’ humour and 
perspective are always on the mark. 


Some might be tempted to classify 
much of the work as “bittersweet”, 


best ot SE TALITY ONE DAY 


although in the space of two books and 
one audio recording | didn’t find any trace 
of bitterness— which is, of course, a key 
component in such an assessment. And 
there was even less in the way of ‘sweet’, 
although Sedaris’ genuine affection for his 
subjects comes through loud and clear in 
the work. If anything he is a staunch realist, 
a person who acknowledges the fact that 
you have to take the good with the bad 
and that these ingredients of life are 
almost always out of proportion to one 
another in the recipe. 


Along with realism, subtlety is also one 
of David Sedaris’ strong points when it 
comes to humour, and | initially found 
myself wondering why so many critics had 
classified his work as “laugh out loud 
funny”. In reality, it is—although it kind of 
creeps up on you and grabs you unexpect- 
edly. The key to this is the intensity and 
honesty of Sedaris’ manner of storytelling: 
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one minute he’s revealing intimate and like- 
ly painful details of his life, the lives of his 
family members and even the lives of 
(im)perfect strangers he’s observed along 
the way, and the next he’s dropped a comic 
bomb, seemingly out of nowhere. If the 
three collections | experienced are any 
indication, they should be held up as text- 
book examples of how great humour is 
truly born of misery. 


Sedaris’ comedic gift is especially evi- 
dent in his live performances. Despite his 
assertion that what he does is really no big 
deal (“In terms of show business you can’t 
get any lazier than me—| mean, | read out 
loud,’ he tells his Carnegie Hall audience), 
he manages to transform a mere reading 
into an almost theatrical performance, a 
new type of entertainment that falls some- 
where between a therapy session and 
stand-up comedy. That he has one of the 
greatest “gay” voices (take that “Go 
Carolina” speech therapist!) since Truman 
Capote or Paul Lynde is just icing on the 
cake—a delicious cake, | must stress, in 
case you were tempted to think other- 
wise. If you're in need of a good laugh, or 
just a fan of witty and well-crafted prose, 
then | strongly recommend you check out 
the work of David Sedaris. W

Joel Gibb must think I’m a jackass. | mean, I’m a big fan of his band, the Hidden 
Cameras, and that’s the first thing that | blurt out when we sit down to talk before his 
show at La Sala Rossa on July 25. | think | even mentioned to him that his songs make 
me cry, which basically reduces your cool factor to unregistered levels. | even knew 
how much like a schoolgirl | sounded—and, yet, | plowed on. 


There’s a good chance that you haven’t heard of the Hidden Cameras, even though 
they are taking the alternative music world by storm, garnering 
r effusive praise in Canada, Germany and the UK from 
hardened rock critics much more attuned to sharp- 
ening their claws on new bands. They are mostly an 
east-coast phenomenon, picking up steam with 
one-off shows in Toronto, Montréal, and New 
York, as well as gigs in Athens, Barcelona and 
a string of dates in Sweden, of all places. 
Fronted, founded, produced, written, sung 
and played by Gibb, the Hidden Cameras are 
also a collective of musicians and dancers 
descending on an unsuspecting world, singing 
about body fluids and adolescent angst with a 
jangly sort of doo-wop style that borders on the 
religious. It’s the kind of music that makes you 
turn up every song and belt out the chorus at the 
top of your lungs, and if you find yourself rejoicing in 
a rockabilly whoop-up singing the praises of water- 
sports, you can’t help but smile. 


Part Jan and Dean, part Morrissey and part Drummer 
magazine, the Hidden Cameras’ music is slyly original, 
simultaneously touching, geeky, sexual, honest, achingly poetic 
and scandalously hysterical, wrapped in swelling orchestra- 
tion and sung with the sweetness and earnestness of a

: “Lift my legs and drop the complaints of your life and 
your wife,’ Gibb sings in Shame, a hymn to closeted gay men. “Best friends with all the 
witches and slaves to our skinny thighs,” he hoots in the two-minute clap-along tailgate 
party tune Breathe On It, speaking to inner demons that our inner gayboy understands 
too well, even as we dance around our bedroom singing along. In fact, the florid 
delivery of Gibb’s lyrics can be devastating, when he sings “He places a blossom in my 
hair and undresses me, he tells me I’m the only one that can carry his disease”. 


Which is strange, considering what he has to say on the subject. “Lyrics are so 
boring—and most of the time | don’t care about them. | don’t listen to lyrics, really, 
when | listen to music, and | don’t pay attention. | have no songs memorized of other 
people and | barely know my songs, and half the time, | just mumble them,” he tells me. 


And to be honest, | can’t decide if he’s being disingenuous. 


“| don’t like music that’s all about the lyrics, that’s really didactic and serious. My 
songs are over-the-top silly in some ways, but they’re also dark and serious at the same 
time. It reflects my personality.”

Marrow. | always try to find new words, new images, so 
it makes total sense to sing about piss,’ Gibb says. “Old literary figures talk about that 
stuff, Chaucer, James Joyce. And in the gay context, it makes even more sense.” 


Hidden Cameras’ new album is entitled Mississauga Goddam, which is a reference to 
the Nina Simone classic. The title track is both caustic and nostalgic, part canticle, part 
lament, treating small town small-mindedness with reverential resignation. This album 
is very much in the line of The Smell of Our Own, the Cameras’ breakout release that 
received much acclaim from journalists who didn’t quite know what to make of all the 
pretty poetry about pee—except to know that they liked it. 


In fact, most songs from both albums were written over the same period, and Gibb 
chose from the same—er, pool, for this record. They sound almost identical, and if that’s 
just another confounding facet of the uncompromising stance of Gibb, that’s all right 
with him: 

“| didn’t go for any kind of different aesthetic. But you should never say that—you 
should say how different it is, blah blah blah. | produced this new album entirely this 
time, and made sure it was recorded the right way, which is thick analog tape, not using 
digital effects, using analog reverb. Strings were overdubbed on the last record, but this 
time | hired nine people to play at the same time, so | think there’s a richer, subtler 
string sound. | tried to make the songs more diverse, but | guess they're as diverse as 
the other record.” 


Canada should be very proud of the Hidden Cameras—their music is subversive, 
infectious, genuine, beautiful and fresh. Both albums are those rare discoveries where 
there isn’t a single filler. And it would sound equally appropriate on a December night 
sleigh ride as it would during dirty sex with a stranger some hot Sunday morning in July. 
Run, don’t walk, to your record store and buy their albums. And do not be shocked if 
you find yourself humming serenely about enemas. To get a taste of it for yourself, go

Just as a jaunt to Montréal or Québec City can take you to Europe within Canada’s 
own borders, the “jewel of Vancouver Island” can make you feel somewhat like you’ve 
landed in Britain. Established as a trading outpost by the Hudson’s Bay Fur Trading 
Company in 1843, Victoria is nestled within the southern tip of Vancouver Island. British 
Columbia's capital city has a decidedly British colonial flair combined with small town 
charm that makes it a truly desirable destination, drawing hundreds of thousands of 
international tourists every year. World famous for its lush gardens, breathtaking Pacific 
coast scenery and temperate climate year ’round, the city has something to offer every 
visitor. A legally recognized same-sex marriage is also an option for a gay or lesbian cou- 
ple planning to wed. 


A great way to start your day’s visit to the city is to board a traditional horse and 
buggy for a guided tour of the inner harbour region.

Wander through the quaint downtown streets and discover the fascinating shops 
throughout the afternoon. Step into Victoria’s historic Old Town along the 500-block of 
Johnston Street. Built as the city’s marketplace in the 1880s and ’90s, Market Square is 
almost entirely preserved. The square is now home to concerts and festivals through- 
out the year, thanks in no small part to Victoria’s extremely gentle climate. You'll find 
great vintage shops, home décor and fashion on the street level and some unique restau- 
rants in the courtyard.

Thank god Philippe Dubuc decided to express his 
design talents in fashion instead of his first 
» choice—theatre. Had he pursued a career in 
costume design, only a select audience would have 
| marvelled at his creations, and even fewer would 
| have been able to wear them! 


Dubuc has set the stage as one of Canada’s 
foremost international design talents, and his 
modern but timeless designs for men and women 
are sold across Canada, the United States, Europe 
and Japan. The Dubuc men’s collection is also one 
of the only Canadian collections to show during 
Paris fashion week, where with each season 
Parisian fashionistas understand and recognize more and 
more Dubuc’s progressive yet elegant signature design.

This international success story took off in 1993, and Dubuc has never strayed from 
creating modern clothes with a twist, sans any sign of gimmicky trends. As a treat to all 
you “dedicated followers of fashion” out there, | share with you the interview | conducted 
recently with Mr. Dubuc at his boutique in Montréal. 


Outlooks: What made you decide to pursue a career in fashion? 


Dubuc: | always saw fashion as a way of expressing myself. As a teenager, | had a very 
personal style and did not want to look like everyone else. | used to wear a lot of vintage 
clothing, so for me the current vintage trend is nothing new! 


Outlooks: What was your occupation before fashion design? 


Dubuc: Student. Before going into fashion, | studied drama and theatre to become a 
costume designer, but | stopped studying theatre because | did not want to see myself 
copying and presenting my designs of a certain period. | prefer to translate a period into 
something new—1 guess that is what fashion is all about: | get influenced by a past period 
then translate it into modern, wearable clothes. So,| studied fashion at Marie Victorin for 
three years—and could not wait to get out of school! 


Outlooks: To create your own line? 


Dubuc: Just to work in the fashion business. | graduated at age twenty, but my goal then 
was not to create._my own line. As students, we all dreamed of creating our own collec- 
tions, having a runway show and establishing an image, but before this came true | worked 
for seven years in the fashion industry for several companies—as a production manager 
consultant and even a teacher at Marie Victorin—all this before launching my own line! 


Outlooks: Are you known more for your 
menswear or womenswear in different countries or 
markets? 


Dubuc: In the U.S. the line is known as both mens- 
and womenswear, because we started showing both 
collections at the same time. In Canada, we opened 
, the Dubuc store, on Rue St. Denis in Montréal, as a 
men’s wear store in 1995. The women’s collection 
started in 2001, which is now fifty percent of our 
market. In Japan, we mainly distribute our women’s 
collection, which is growing very strong. 


Outlooks: It’s great to see that you treat both 
mens- and womenswear with the same element of 
fantasy. How do you keep the ideas connected? 


Dubuc: | think of both collections when | design; 
colour range and fabrics are the same. We create our 
menswear first, due to the timing of the collection, but 
| always try to keep in 
mind the same ideas and 
styling for both collec- 
tions. Obviously there are some things | would do for 
women’s wear that | wouldn’t do for men’s. 


A nod to the past in Dubuc’s most 
recent menswear collection 


Outlooks: What is your fashion vision? 
Dubuc: | create very modern clothes that will go 
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through the ages [become classics]. When creating a collection or a particular piece, | sit 
with my assistant Marie-Claude, and we try to relate the design to reality. We ask,““WVould 
our friends wear this?” “Would we want to wear this?” “Will this piece have meaning in 
someone's wardrobe?” We try to create clothing that will blend with other clothes and 
collections. Today people with a sense of style buy clothes and make the style their own. 
I'm not trying to impose a look—everyone has a certain way of dressing that will make each 
piece look different. 


Outlooks: How would you describe your fashion aesthetic? 


Dubuc: Modern is the key word for whatever | do. | always put detail into my clothing, 
but keep it very simple to maintain the look; | don’t want to intimidate my clients. | love 
creating hidden detail, silver details and clever structuring. | like working with strict silhou- 
ettes and classic, tailored lines. |. am not a fluid person and stray away from girlish clothing 
for my women’s collections. My fabrics are always solids, in “mineral” colours with great 
textures. 


Outlooks: What was your inspiration for the Fall ’04 collection? 


Dubuc: Tough Romanticism. | researched the late-nineteenth century, particularly the 
1880s and ’90s and was inspired by the Romantic period and various artists of that era. But 
if you look at the collection, it is more tough than romantic. To romanticize the collection, 
| made some shirts with scarves to incorpo- 
rate the look of a jabot. | also played with the 
“officer and a gentleman” motif by adding in 
some cavalier details, such as a slimmer legged 
pant with a slight flare to create the look of a 
riding pant. | also added ribbon details on 
some jackets and shirts that resemble a 
military officer. 


Outlooks: Does your men’s collection 
reflect your personal style? 


Dubuc: Yes it does. My assistants and | 
always want to reflect a style that we would 
actually wear. | personally prefer slickness. My 
silhouettes are very slim, not a relaxed style, 
and they will always be that way, because | 
always want to reflect a certain sexiness in 
my clothes.

Outlooks: You have worked in the 
industry for eleven years. What keeps you 
excited about fashion? 


Dubuc: Creativity. | still get excited by creating clothes. At times there is apprehension 
when creating a collection, and by the end of the day we may question what we've done. 
But even though a prototype may not be exactly what | thought, sometimes it will become 
something else. It keeps me going. Between the sketch and the final product there is a lot 
of transformation. 


Outlooks: How would you describe the Montréal fashion scene? 


Dubuc: | would say that Montréal is still the most stylish city in Canada, because the 
people here have more of a personal style in:comparison to other cities. The people here 
are attracted more to the design of the clothes than the label. Regarding the fashion 
industry, the factories, buyers and showrooms are still concentrated here, which makes it 
largest in Canada. 


Outlooks: Have you ever thought of designing anything else than clothing? 


Dubuc: For the past year, | have had an eyewear collection for men, and in 2005 we'll 
be launching the eyewear collection for women. 


Outlooks: Do you get surprised when you see someone in a different city wearing your 
designs? 

Dubuc: |’m always very happy to see my clothes on others. Having my own store has 
helped a lot, because | get to see the clothing on different body types, which helps me adjust 
the designs for future collections. 


Outlooks: What's it like being the only Canadian to show in Paris? 

Dubuc: It’s a good feeling! Very stressful, but a good feeling to be showing the men’s 
collection in Paris with all the other international designers. It’s been four seasons, the line 
is still very young in Europe but business is growing. People in Paris are saying that they are 
starting it recognize my style, which is very important to me.

Picture it: you’re young, male, urban and gay. And you can sing. In fact, singing is all 
you've ever really wanted to do. But it’s not Cher or Celine you Bode Yo after—so 
leave the drag gear at home. When you belt out the en 
tunes, you're closer to country music legend Anne 
Murray. And, dammit, you wouldn’t have it any other 
way. You are, after all, budding country star Patrick 
Masse. 


It does all seem a bit odd. Not many twenty-nine- 
year-old gay guys end up like this. But perhaps it was 
fate. 


Masse and Murray met about three years ago at a 
country music awards show—the day before ; 
September I1, 2001. The two spoke briefly and | 
snapped a photo together. Afterward, says Masse, he 
noticed an odd resemblance between him and Murray 
in the shot. “People have asked, ‘Is that your mom?’” he 
says, laughing.

It’s not as though Masse looks the country part. 

Dressed in a bright green T-shirt with “Freedom” 

written across the front, there’s no sign of a cowboy hat or grotesquely large belt buckle 

anywhere in sight. He says females and young boys standing behind their guitars now 

dominate the country music industry. Masse goes naked—that is, without guitar—when 

he performs. And while country may have started sounding a lot like pop in recent years, 

Masse says the industry is starting to realize it has to be true to what makes. country 

music country: songs about real life. 


Born and raised in Vancouver, Masse and family spent many hours driving around in 
their 1979 van, listening to country favourites. One of his brothers is a musician and so 
is his father. Raised Roman Catholic as one of seven children, he says his parents instilled 
traditional values in him. But like all country singers, this 
boy is true to his roots and to himself. 


His parents may have been less-than-thrilled when he 
Acame out to them, but they’ve eventually come around. 
{Masse says his parents’ teachings have helped him “keep 
his head” in the gay world—a place he says can become 
all too dangerous if you don’t watch out. 


He makes very clear he’s not looking to be a gay 
poster boy. In fact, he says it’s quite the opposite. A 
couple of years ago, Masse said he wouldn’t even have 
considered being featured in a gay magazine, let 
alone discuss his sexuality in an interview. “I used 
to be so concerned,’ he admits. “I’m really 
surprised that I’m embracing this interview!”

Masse points to Nashville’s historically 


unfriendly attitude to all things gay and knows if his status as a gay man becomes too well 
known it could become a barrier. “They’re probably gonna take a lot of crap,” he says of 
anyone who'd come out in Nashville. 


But he’s willing to face the music, so to speak, and says if nothing else, gay and lesbian 
consumers—with a buying power in the billions—aren’t a bad market to target at all. 


It might take some convincing to get your local DJ playing country at a gay bar, but 
Masse feels people who've written country off should give it another look, that it’s not 
just “tears in my beer” stuff anymore. 


Masse says he always knew if he were going to make it big, it would all start to happen 
in his late twenties or early thirties, and believes the next few years will be key. With four 
albums behind him (the first recorded in Nashville), Masse says it’s a matter of time and 
the right opportunities. He’s found some success in Europe in the past with radio airplay 
in Scotland, Germany, Spain and elsewhere, and would love to get in on the gay rodeo 
circuit. Much to everyone’s surprise, Masse says China is seeing a huge growth in demand 
for country music. 


“It’s very different outside North America,’ says Masse. “It’s more about the music...if 


they like it, they play it.” 
Next stop Shanghai? W

It seems the way of most pop singers: 
after an album full of happy, dancey’ songs, 
they take a little time to grow up, 
returning with an album full of angst and 
the personal stuff that doesn’t seem fitting 
for a first album. After all,a debut release 
is your shot at trying to grab an audience, 
rather than unload your personal pain on 
them—unless of course you're Jann 
Arden, in which case pain becomes your 
trademark. 


It has been two years since Ben Hartt 
released his solo CD hyper-blue, and in the 
years between he has shown remarkable 


progression as both a singer and 
songwriter. While one wouldn’t say that 
hyper-blue was full of sunshine and 
lollipops in content, it was certainly a lot 
more dance-oriented. Hartt’s latest 
album, Seeker, takes the personal journey a 
step further. 


In the time between hyper-blue and 
Seeker, Hartt moved from Edmonton to 
Toronto, and judging from the lyrics and 
song notes found on his _ website 
(www.benhartt.com), he has been in 
and out of a couple of relationships. The 
personal experience resulting from those 
experiences is matched by his musical 
growth, where Hartt has not only taken 
over full songwriting responsibility on this 
album, but has also arranged all of the 
music. He even plays strings and organ on 
several of the tracks—far exceeding his 
performance credits on hyper-blue. 


The music itself on Seeker is indicative 
of the album’s maturity. Gone are the 
synthesizers from the first album. In their 
place are the more organic sounds of real 
instruments. Some of the song notes even 
detail tracks that originally included 
synthesizers, but in subsequent versions 
were cut in favour of more guitars and a 
stronger rock feel to dance tracks. Other 
cuts have a more minimalist sound, with 
just a piano for accompaniment, which 
adds to the resonance of the lyrics. 
Showcasing some of that growth is the 


inclusion of two short instrumental 
pieces, an extended intro and a later inter- 
lude, both of which are beautiful pieces on 
their own. 


Lyrically, the album is also deeper in 
scope and feeling than hyper-blue. While 
we don’t get another dance-floor stormer 
like Doormat, Hartt doesn’t abandon his 
dance-pop roots, and Devil Boy certainly 
fits that bill. While much of the album is 
slower and more melancholy, it is not 
consumed by introspection. Love You So 
is an uptempo track that features Hartt 
showing off in a bit of a falsetto, which 
actually works for him and doesn’t come 
off as grating. 

Two of the catchiest tracks are Panic 
Attack and Dear Mr. Hussein; the hook in 
Panic (about feeling “like a boomerang that 
you throw”) is addicting, but Dear Mr. 
Hussein certainly caught my attention, 
with social commentary delivered to a 
fantastic beat. It’s not often that you can 
get a song that'll give you a message 
without falling into being maudlin 


“complaint” rock. 


Disposable Love is a track | find a bit 
reminiscent of Rufus Wainwright, while If | 
Fall, a tribute to his mother, is absolutely 
beautiful. Seeker, though thematically 
different than the album's title, is so 
lyrically poignant | think | could listen to it 
for hours. 


One thing that Hart did keep consistent 
with hyper-blue was his use of gender- 
neutrality in the lyrics. There are never 
any “Oh, girls” or “Oh, boys” in who he’s 
singing to, which creates a sense of univer- 
sality to the lyric. That, and you don’t have 
to go about changing the pronouns when 
you're singing along! 

Overall, Seeker is a great album from a 
fantastic Canadian talent. If the growth 
between the two albums is any indication 
of where this singer’s talent is headed, | 
can’t wait to see what he comes up with 
next.

And rightly so—they 
are, after all, the great democratizers 
and economizers of modern decor. 


Yet, for us gays, it’s a somewhat 
love/hate relationship we and Ikea have 
cultivated over the years. We love the 
chic clean lines, the functionality, the 
liber styles, and the porn-star-like prod- 
uct names—not to mention the incred- 
ible prices! We also love the fact that 
there’s always plenty of “us” to be seen 
shopping there. 


On the B-side, however, we despise the 
fact that Ikea is so all-pervading and 
ever-popular with the masses, and that 
the product range is so distinctive and 
recognizable. Heaven forbid a chair 
should stand out for being “so Ikea” 
rather than “so fabulous”! And then, of 
course, there’s the question of quality. 


A quandary, definitely. But Ikea is now 
urging those who may have shunned 
their advances to give ‘em a second 
chance. 


Last month, the company launched 
their 2005 product range and catalogue 
at a swank soirée in Toronto. The bou- 
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tique hotel-themed event, attended by 
the literati and glitterati of Canada’s 
design industry (and yours truly), had 
two distinct messages for its audience: 
|) Ikea invests considerably in the qual- 
ity of its products, and 2) the oh-so- 
desirable “that’s fabulous” reaction to 
Ikea products incorporated into your 
home is still very much a possibility. 
And, indeed, a reality. 


The launch event was devised and pro- 

duced by Toronto-based interior design 

firm 3rd Uncle. Their mandate? Design 

an event that uti- 

lizes Ikea prod- 

ucts in the most 

_ innovative, cre- 

ative, and artistic 

_ way possible. 

The result was 

nothing short of 

amazing. The 

ceiling of the 

room, for exam- 

ple, was lit with a 

rippled lighting effect, ingeniously fash- 

ioned by spotlighting some water drip- 

ping from a fluid-filled Ikea CD carry 

case onto a mirror. Not exactly some- 

thing you’d replicate at home, but it was 

certainly creative and thought-provok- 

ing (not to mention a catalyst for sev- 
eral dashes to the bathroom!). 


As for the emphasis on quality, Ikea’s 
2005 product suite includes a range of 
leather couches, sophisticated lighting 
designs, raw silk throw cushions, satin 
bed sheets and the addition of a dark 
walnut finish to a number of existing 
Ikea furniture pieces. They have also 
invested heavily in developing a new 
mattress series—Sultan—that com- 
bines technology with a new level of 
quality and design. Take it from the 
first-hand experience of a 6’6” man 
who needs all the lumbar support he 
can get: these mattresses are impres- 
sive. 


All in all, there’s certainly plenty in the 
new Ikea range to at least warrant a 
quick peek inside your nearest store. If 
you think you’ve outgrown Ikea’s prod- 
uct range, then you might be pleasantly 
surprised by some of the new addi- 
tions. And if you think you know Ikea’s 
inventory like the back of your hand, 
maybe you need to take a closer look 
at that unassuming metal shelving 
bracket—a tea-light candle holder in 
disguise perhaps?

These wall-mounted lamps are very groovy, very inexpensive and would be fan- 
tastic in a room needing a focal point. The lamps have plastic shades that come in 
a variety of colours and patterns and all are interchangeable. The red shades look 
particularly sexy. 


Billdal mirror $39.99 


The Billdal mirror is a very inexpensive way to add a touch of sophistication to a 
bathroom, hallway, bedroom or even the top of a staircase. The mirror measures 
70cm in diameter and is available in two colours: sand or black/white. The 
black/white version would be particularly effective in an all-white bathroom need- 
ing a focal point. The secret to this mirror’s sophistication is in its simplicity—a 
neat, solid, wide frame and a size that makes it suitable for a variety of different 
spaces. 


Karlslund handmade lounger $119 


Picture it: Sunday afternoon, a glass of wine, café del mar CD playing in the back- 
ground, a good book and you on the Karlslund handmade lounger... Heaven! This 
chair is sturdy, very comfortable and would be a perfect addition to a solarium or 
den. It’s made of clear lacquered rattan, so the neutral tone will match a variety 
of décors. This chair won't suit all spaces but if you have room for some casual 
seating and you want an inexpensive treat, it’s definitely worth the $119 price tag. 


Hissbro sofa bed $2,199 


OK, so this piece may not be for those of you who are cost-conscious out there, 
but at least you can be certain it won't be a dime-a-dozen! This piece certainly 
doesn’t look like your typical sofa bed, which adds to its appeal.A sturdy, high-qual- 
ity, leather and steel-clad construction, the Hissbro sofa bed could well be the sig- 
nature piece in a sitting room, spare room, or entertainment room. Its very min- 
imalist, post-modern design will no doubt suit those seeking environs that Pats and 
Eds would be very comfortable swilling “Bolly” in (sweetie, darling!). 


Dekad alarm clock $9.99 


If you’re looking for a touch of retro-chic in your bedroom, lounge room, 
or even bathroom, you can’t go past this absolute bargain from Ikea. Apart from 
the price and the smart look, the other attractive feature of this clock is that peo- 
ple will be hard pressed to label it “typically Ikea”. The $9.99 price tag will also be 
hard to pass up. At this price, you could afford to buy three and display them on 
a mantle or shelf—and they’d be perfect juxtaposed against a minimalist décor. If 
you do something like this, you may want to refrain from winding them all up:
